EDITORIAL COMMENT 


1917 GREETINGS, AND RETROSPECTION 1897 


A happy and satisfactory new year to 
all our readers is our earnest wish as 1917 
is beginning. Just twenty years ago THE 
Boston Book COMPANY decided to pub- 
lish a bulletin, and vol. 1, no. 1, of The 
Bulletin of Bibliography appeared in April, 
1897. It had but eleven pages of text and 
was given free to libraries. It is interesting 
to note that in our initial number was a long 
description of “A Florentine Library” by 
Miss Mary W. Plummer (late president of 
the A. L. A.), wherein she told of a visit to 
Professor Willard Fiske’s Petrarchan and 
Icelandic collections. Mr. Thorvald Solberg, 
now these many years register of copyright, 
was editor of the first two issues in 1897, 
and the present editor has had its direction 
ever since. 

In our fourth issue began that exact and 
careful bibliography of Bermuda, which 
was Mr. George Watson Cole’s introduction 
to the field in which he has since done such 
notable work.

Elmendorf, another who has since risen to the 
honor of the presidency of the A. L. A. In 
number nine, Miss Matthews of the Lynn 
Public Library has a splendid article on 
children’s magazines. Then Mr. Brett 
of Cleveland is a contributor, and Miss 
Hewins of Hartford. Many other notable 
Names appear as we turn the pages, and 
many contributions, lists, and indexes have 
a present and future value. We believe a 
GENERAL INDEX TO BULLETIN OF BIBLIO- 
GRAPHY would be a most useful publication, 


and will issue such an index — author, title, 
and subject —if there is sufficient support 
promised.

OUR FRONTISPIECE 


Mr. Charles Carroll Soule died January 
7, 1913. He was a law book seller and 
publisher by profession from the time he 
was mustered out in 1866, as captain of 
Company K, 55th Massachusetts, until 
his death. As an author and bibliographer 
he was well-known for his ‘Lawyers’ 
reference manual of law books and cita- 
tions,’’ 1883, which is still much used and 
sought for as a work unique in its field. 
He was the founder of The Green Bag, a 
magazine for lawyers, which for more than 
twenty years covered the literary side of 
the law. Legal Bibliography, which was for 
many years the “house organ’’ of The Boston 
Book Co., of which Mr. Soule was president, 
was, owing to his personality, no ordinary 
publisher’s circular, but a valuable biblio- 
graphical journal. Early in his business life, 
Mr. Soule became interested in the develop- 
ment of public libraries, and served for 
years as trustee of the Brookline Public 
Library. He joined the A. L. A. in 1879 
and at once took a prominent place in its 
management, serving as vice-president, mem- 
ber of council, one of the publishing board, 
trustee of the endowment fund, and was 
a charter member of the Institute. He

became, in his later years, the foremost 
expert on library architecture, was called 
frequently in consultation with library 
boards and architects, as in Salem, Mass., 
St. Paul, Minn., Brookline, and Harvard 
University. In 1912 he published his most 
important work in this field, “How to plan 
a library building for library work.’’ His 
influence on the development of librarian- 
ship as a profession was marked and lasting. 
His gracious and cheery presence was a joy 
to his wide circle of friends. He is eminently

THE ATHENAEUM SUBJECT-INDEX TO PERIODI- 
CALS, 1915. VOLUME 1 


At last Great Britain has an adequate Index to 
periodicals. Not since 1902, when the Review of 
Reviews annuals ceased, has there been any key to 
the periodical literature of the country. Cotgreave’s 
Contents-Subject Index to General and Periodical 
Literature, published in 1900, was a most useful 
compilation and the only “cumulated’’ index the 
British Isles ever had, though unfortunately no one 
but the compiler knows what years and titles were 
included, for no list was given. We hope that this 
new and satisfactory index may live long as an 
annual and regularly be ‘‘cumulated.” 

Its make-up is pleasing, and the subject form is 
well carried out, the sub-headings under each divided 
heading being made very clear by the repetition 
of the main heading previous to each. The book 
is in a two-column, royal quarto page. There are 
432 periodicals covered, including 74 American, 17 
French, and two each in German, Italian, and 
Russian. Just why the Revue des Deux Mondes was 
not among the French ones included, we do not 
understand, when such as La Revue and La Nouvelle 
Revue are indexed. The American list is much more 
representative than we had expected; we miss 
American Monthly Review of Reviews, American 
Magazine, Country Life in America, Annals of the 
American Academy, American Political Science Re- 
wew, National Geographic Magazine, and several 
others of equal standing. Public Libraries should 
surely have a place, and the Bibliographical Society 
of America, Papers. We are especially glad to find 
American Architect included, as that was the one 
important periodical in its field no longer indexed 
by any of our American indexes. 

The British periodicals included are so many and 
so varied in scope, and so many of them are nowhere 
else indexed, that our larger cities and university 
libraries in the United States should place this new 
index in their collections at once. In research work 
a new field is here available and bibliographers should 
rejoice accordingly. Subscribers to 1916 will receive

New Republic. Vol. 8 ends with Oct. 28, 1916, 
and, Oh Joy! the index is right in its place at the 
end, and it can’t get lost! We congratulate the 
publisher on this (nowadays) all too infrequent plan. 
But wait! just ahead of the index is what we take 
for a title-page, — it looks like one, and so let’s put 
it in front of the volume, so. Alas, on its back is 
the first page of the index, and that belongs at the 
end. Here’s a pretty howdy-do. We shall have to 
put the index in front, too. Bright idea! Why not? 
To do it we get four loose sheets to be whip-stitched 
and we leave at the end four other loose sheets which 
must have similar treatment. But we aren’t the 
binder, why borrow his troubles, he suffers in silence. 

Home Needlework Magazine has adopted a new 
large size, ‘one that has long been under considera- 
tion.”” November, 1916, volume 18, number 11, is 
the first issue in folio size. Since January, 1915, 
each number of the year’s issues has begun with 
page one, and now the final stage in the so-called 
progress has been reached—a change of size in the 
middle of the volume—“‘after long consideration.”” “A

far better opportunity for illustration, and text-matter 
can be far more attractively displayed’’; — same 
reasons they all give. Costs less to print, and gives 
advertisers a better chance to ‘associate’ with the 
text, and to use more paid space. Eh! Wot? 


A “new series” prophecy. The New Jersey His- 
torical Society Proceedings began a “‘new series,”’ vol 1, 
with January, 1916, and its editor, assuming rather 
more than human foresight, says that this series shall 
go on forever and shall gradually be spoken of by 
volume number alone, as if there had not been a first 
series of ten volumes, a second series of thirteen 
volumes, and a third series of ten. ‘Whatever 
reason there may have been,” he says (page 12 
January, 1916), “for breaking up the publication 
into numbered series, there seems no good reason 
for continuing the system. For ready reference it 
has proved confusing, or at best’’ [we like this phrase 
which follows —£Ed.] ‘it has required a carefulness 
that might better have been used for more important 
matters ... Had there been no system of series, 
the present volume would have been 34.’”’ May 
this dear man’s wish be fulfilled, is our devout prayer, 
but it will not be! New editors, new forms of publica- 
tion, new character of contents, a decision to issue, let 
us say, “‘Transactions’’ or ‘‘Journal’’ or ‘‘Magazine”’ 
will cause a new ‘‘volume one’”’ to appear and the 
future editor will wonder what manner of man could 
have been so blind to clearness as to issue a ‘‘new 
series’’ when he should: have said ‘‘fourth.”

Here we have 
a brand new way of bothering the magazine collector 
and the cataloguers. What devilishly ingenious 
things periodical publishers contrive! The publishers 
of this magazine, which by the way bears no month 
date, (but no. 1 is copyrighted 1916) will on receipt 
of $1.50 send it for a year to any boy or girl, first 
printing the name of donor or donee as the name of 
the magazine, as Uncle Roger Bowker’s Junior Maga- 
zine Book, or Walter L. Brown’s Junior Magazine Book, 
or even Daddy Rush's Junior Magazine Book. Our 
readers can add other likely titles galore. Think of 
the poor magazine sorter of future years trying to 
make up a complete set. It staggers imagination. 


Crowley's Magazine is published by Crowley Bros., 
the big magazine subscription people. Vol. 1, no. 12 
was the November, 1916, issue, although no volume 
or number appears anywhere on cover or inside. 
We venture to predict that this is the beginning of 
a practice which many of the popular periodicals 
will soon adopt. Each number pages from page 1. 
Why should there be any visible connection of one 
with any other? The December Crowley's has vol. 2, 
no. 1, on both cover and first page. Is it possible 
someone really kicked? 











Industrial Management. Beginning with November, 
1916, this is the new name of our old friend The 
Engineering Magazine, and its publishers are to be 
congratulated that they came within one number of 
making the change with the beginning of a new 





volume. Few do as well in these degenerate maga- 
zine days.

His life-story is an interesting one, 
and his biographer has been most happy in the 
manner of its telling. There are eight illustrations, 
including five portraits of Mr. Taylor, and a list of 
his compositions by J. H.S. Jackson.

ROMAN LIBRARIES 


There was published about a year ago a little 
volume which has much of interest for librarians. 
We refer to Professor Clarence E. Boyd’s ‘Public 
libraries and literary culture in ancient Rome.’’ The 
author has diligently searched through classical 
literature and inscriptions and on monuments for 
allusions to libraries in Rome, and has collected a 
considerable mass of evidence. He found a record of 
at least nine public libraries in Rome, of which tha 
location of seven is known. They were near temples 
or palaces, and had artistic decorations. Of the books 
themselves, there were both Latin and Greek divisions, 
and evidence of large and varied collections covering 
a wide range of knowledge. Our author gives a chap- 
ter to library officials and their duties and to the liter- 
ary culture of the early empire. The book has a 
bibliography and a full index, and makes a fitting 
companion to Dr. E. C. Richardson's writing on early 
libraries.

I. THE CIVICS ROOM OF THE CHICAGO PUBLIC LIBRARY 
By Henry E. Legler 


Strategically located on the first floor of 
the Chicago Public Library, just inside 
the Randolph Street entrance, is a large, 
well-lighted room termed the Civics Room. 
Connected therewith are three additional 
rooms, and on the opposite side of the cor- 
ridor two others, used as workshops and to 
store documents, package libraries, maps, 
and patent reports of the United States, 
Great Britain, Canada, Australia, Germany, 
and France. 

The Civics Room of the Chicago Public 
Library is not a municipal reference depart- 
ment — only. 

The Civics 
branch — only. 

The Civics Room is not a bureau of 
information on social service — only. 

The Civics Room is not a special nook 
for teachers and school people — only. 

The Civics Room is not a depository for 
material used by committees of civic organi- 
zations and social workers — only. 

The Civics Room is an active combina- 
tion comprising all of these activities. It 
is used by business men, city and state 
officials, research students, social workers, 
committees of civic organizations, univer- 
sity scholars, newspaper writers, and the 
public generally. Established in 1912, the 
people served have multiplied in three years 
from 43,187 the first year, to a total of 
90,136 the past year. The uses during the 
initial year, and last year, show the follow- 
ing comparisons:

The collection of books, additional to 
municipal, state, and federal public docu- 
ments, comprises a well-selected and up- 
to-date list of titles on business, political 
science, municipal affairs, economics, sociol- 


ogy, and education. The current magazines 
on file, numbering eighty-six, represent the 
same subjects, including a number printed in 
the German and French languages. 

The books that become historical are 
replaced by others that deal with “live” 
topics. The magazines are supplemented 
by scores of house organs, bulletins issued 
by City Clubs, Chambers of Commerce, 
municipalities — as for example, Buffalo 
Live Wire, Atlanta Progress, Dallas Spirit, 
Progressive Houston, and others. 

The books are relatively few in number, 
but the pamphlets, magazine separates, 
and newspaper clippings are many. The 
miscellaneous books occupy open shelves 
in one corner of the room, the portly direc- 
tories and gazetteers are ranged on open 
shelves at the opposite corner, and all the 
way between are rows of shelves lined with 
pamphlet boxes suitably labeled to indicate 
their contents. Indeed, much of the 
material consists of pamphlets, separates 
from magazines, and important clippings 
from newspapers representative of the entire 
country, as well as separates from American, 
European, and Australian documents of 
special reports, topically arranged, on milk 
inspection, penny lunches, railroad ter- 
minals, subways, garbage disposal, school 
inspection, city planning, yards, sewage, 
stables, and slaughter houses, and many 
hundreds of topics kindred in scope and 
interest. 

Many of the recently adopted city charters 
are on the shelves, and the trend in local 
lawmaking is further exemplified by digests 
and copies of recent ordinances. A few 
of the subjects embraced in these, from 
some of the ordinances under consideration 
in leading cities of the country will indicate 
their varied character:

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Other printed sources of interest to city 
officials, aldermen and students ofmunicipal 
conditions, as derived from the messages 
of mayors and other officials, publications 
of societies, and pamphlets privately issued, 
have to do with the making of city budgets, 
and the many important problems which 
are incorporated in budgetary studies; civil 
service regulations, and examinations con- 
ducted in connection therewith; municipal 
art, in co-operation with organizations of 
architects and other civic bodies; electri- 
fication of railroads at terminals; and many 
other subjects of large import in city admin- 
istration. 

Business men find in the Civics Room a 
mass of material of great interest, in addition 
to the directories, maps, guides, and gazet- 
teers. The latest publications on efficiency 
in its various phases, and on such subjects as 
advertising and accounting, are conven- 
iently placed for use, and there may be 
found also in generous quantities, though 
with some attempt at discrimination, the 
printed pros and cons and the reports of 
experience on subjects such as these, for 
example:

A comparatively recent development is 
the system of package libraries now fur- 
nished, each on a special topic, for schools, 
debating clubs, civic organizations, and other 
groups Studying current questions. The 
package libraries are made up of duplicate 
material, and are circulated for periods vary- 
ing from a week to a month according to 
intended use. The increasing use of these 
packages forecasts the organization of a 
special staff to handle the material and to 
govern its use. 

Demands upon the resources of the Civics 
Room can be explained better, perhaps, by 
selecting some typical questions that have 
come to the department recently, rather 
than by attempting an elaborate description.

During 
the recent presidential campaign, both the 
Democratic and Republican Western Head- 
quarters used the Civics Room daily. 
Senator Walsh sent a warm letter of apprecia- 
tion at the close of the campaign, and gave 
practical evidence of his appreciation by 
turning over to the department a great 
quantity of valuable material which had 
been acquired by the Democratic Western 
Headquarters. 
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II. USEFUL HINTS 


Current Magazine Bulletin 


The Syracuse Public Library has in its periodical 
room a bulletin about 2 by 14 feet, giving in alpha- 
betical order by subjects, important articles in the 
current magazines. 

It is a light frame on which is fastened a card- 
board. Under the heading ‘‘December Magazines”’ 
are given in two columns, some fifty important articles, 
each followed by the name of the magazine in which 
it may be found. The card is printed with a pen, 
and - bulletin is found of great use to the patrons 
of the room. 


Map Mounting 


The work done by the assistants in the Division 
of Public Records of the State Library of Pennsylvania 
in the repair of maps has not only been of a very 
high order but shows an intelligent study of method, 
which is most gratifying. The materials used in 
this process are Carter’s photo-paste, a large pine 
board or soft table, heavy thumb tacks, a heavy sheet 
of glass in an upright frame, and a heavy quality 
of Mohawk linen sheeting. Carter’s photo-paste 
is strained and well mixed to eliminate lumps. A 
large glass is incased in an upright frame 5 feet by 
5 feet with a trough at the bottom to carry off super- 
fluous water as it drains off the map. The linen is 
cut two or three inches longer than the map and is 
stretched very tightly on the board and fastened with 
thumb tacks about one inch apart. The map is then 
thoroughly wet on both sides until well soaked, and 
the face very carefully applied to the glass and well 
smoothed down so that no bubbles form underneath. 
While the linen is on the board the paste is well worked 


in by a brush, taking the map from the glass the 
map is laid on the linen, the smoothing being done 
with cheese cloth, working in one direction. The 
map is allowed to dry from three to four hours when 
it is taken from the board. It will be found that 
the shrinkage is the same in the linen and in the paper 
of the map so that the surface is perfectly smooth. 


Catalogue Card for Magazine Files 


The Syracuse University Library finds a saving of 
time in its catalogue record of broken serial sets by 
the use of standard cards, on which are printed in six 
columns, ten to a column, the year dates from 1870— 
1929, or from 1900-1949, with the statement under- 
neath, ‘“‘The library has those that are checked.” 
Then the volume numbers are written in, in the space 
opposite the printed dates as the books are secured, 
and the record is easily kept up to date. There are 
also cards provided for annual reports overlapping 
the year, as 1870-71, 1871-72, etc. These cards have 
only five columns and cover 1870-71 to 1919-20, and 
1900-1 to 1949-50. 


Keeping Unbound Periodicals 


At Bucknell University Library, while completing 
sets of periodicals for future binding, a simple little 
plan is adopted to show imperfect volumes. Where 
the volumes are complete, each is tied up with two 
strings across the backs, one at one-third from the bot- 
tom, the other one-third from the top. Any imperfect 
volumes are tied but once round in the middle. This 
shows at a glance as the volumes stand on the shelf 
which are complete, and which still need numbers.

AUTOBIOGRAPHIES OF CHILDHOOD 
G. E. Wire, Deputy Librarian 
Worcester County Law Library, Worcester, Mass. 


This list has been in process of collection 
since 1876, but most of these titles have 
been gathered since 1895. 

No one is more cognizant of its short- 


comings than am I and I am perfectly well 
aware that it is not bibliographically perfect 
as I have not at hand the necessary sources 
to make it impeccable. 
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No, it is not inclusive, nor exclusive, 
I had no fixed rules for gathering the titles 
although without exception they are from 
the lists of American Publishers because 
I did not have access to those of any other 
publishers. Most of the titles I gathered 
by a diligent reading of the Publishers’ 
Weekly from week to week, month by 
month, and year by year, as a by-product in 
my research for out of the way and stray 
law books. One of the reasons for collecting 
this list and printing it is to show what can be 
done outside of what is strictly one’s own 
line of work. And I may also add that this 
is only one of several lines in which I am 
interested outside of what is supposed to be 
my exclusive field. I call it a list, not a 
bibliography for I am aware that it is not 
perfect in many ways. Not having opportun- 
ity to examine the works themselves, in the 
language of the law, I do not warrant nor 
defend the list, either individually or collec- 
tively. I know that some of these books are 
stories and I suspect others are also for we 
know that one of the most charming pictures 
of boyhood is Aldrich’s ‘Story of a Bad Boy,”’ 
disguised as fiction. And when you come 
right down to the truth, is it not a fact that 
any reminiscences of our own childhood are 
likely to be at least tinged with fancy if not 
highly overdrawn? Honest now? And of 
course these pictures are widely divergent 
and represent various’ phases of life even 
in our own United States where most of 
them originate. 

I do not suppose that two more widely 
divergent types can be met than those of 
Gorky and Hale, which the fate of the al- 
phabet has placed side by side. A study 
of these books would be an interesting and 
profitable contribution to the literature of 
childhood. Even in our own United States 
it will be interesting to note the differences 
and similitudes in the various sections of the 
country, in different circu nstances of life and 
widely divergent environments, either city, 
country, or village. From the titles and from 
some I have examined, I should infer that 
the countryside furnished the childhood pic- 
tures which hang on memory’s walls of most 
of those who have written of themselves.
